succeeded in rescuing from their beds, sixteen little inmates, when 
the Painter children's home in Holmes county was completely de- 
stroyed by fire at an early hour Monday morning. The fire orig- 
inated from the wash house, which adjoins the main building of 
the institution and owing to lack of proper fire-fighting facilities 
and the fact that the flames had gained too great headway by the 
time neighbors arrived on the scene, the- building with practically 
all contents was consumed. The loss on the building is estimated 
at about £10.000 partially covered by insurance.

On Wash. Day

The attendants at once turned 
their attention to the children 
who were almost all still in their 
beds, it being only 6 o'clock. The 
little folks -were hurriedly dress- 
ed or wrapped in blankets 
and 


taken from the building which, by 
this time had caught fire from the 
burning wash house.
